Gingrich Would Deny Gays 
Ml^Nob Protection 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich (R-Ga.) said 
yesterday the government should not protect 
homosexuals from being fired when employers 
demand to know if they are gay or lesbian. 

The question came up one day after Gingrich 
met in the Capitol with his sister, Candace, who 
as a lesbian was lobbying with the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund on AIDS and for protection from 
job bias. At his daily news conference, Gingrich 
was asked whether employees, fired because 
they answer “Yes” when employers ask if they 
are homosexual, should have recourse. 

“I don't think that’s grounds for federal legal 
involvement ” he said. “I don’t think you have a 
right of filing a federal lawsuit or of getting the 
federal government to protect you based on your 
sexual behavior.” 

At the same time, Gingrich made it clear he 
thinks it improper for employers to ask such a 
question. “I don’t think as a general principle that 
sexual preference is something that you should 
normally get involved in discussing,” he said 

Gingrich “also suggested schools take a careful 
look at homosexual teachers out of concern they 
may be “recruiting/ students to be gay.
